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Preoperative Survey for 
The Oral Surgery Patient

Complications that occur during and 
following oral surgery are sometimes due 
to an incomplete history of the patient. 
While the compiling of a complete medi- 
cal and dental history should be a well- 
established procedure in every phase of 
dental practice, it is especially important 
when any surgery, no matter how minor, 
is contemplated. Such a history may (1) 
contraindicate surgery, (2) contraindi- 
cate a type of anesthesia or anesthetic 
solution, or (3) indicate precautionary 
measures which must be taken, during, or 
after the operation. 

A preoperative survey is a series of 
routine questions which the patient is 
asked, with an aim to uncover pertinent 
data in his medical history. There are a 
number of conditions which, if present, 
can complicate oral surgery to the extent 
that the patient's life may be endangered. 
To cite some examples, an individual 
who is not necessarily a hemophiliac may 
have a history of prolonged bleeding, and 
unless the operator is aware of this fact 
he cannot take the necessary precautions 
to prevent the excessive loss of blood. 
Patients with certain types of cardiac dis- 


ease must receive prophylactic antibiotic ° 


medication before and after surgery. For 
individuals with a history ef diabetes, 
hyperthyroidism, or cardiac disease, the 
use of epinephrine in local anesthetic so- 
lutions is virtually contraindicated. These 
are but a few of the many instances where 
the survival of the patient may well de- 
pend upon the completeness of a history. 

The first item on the preoperative sur- 
vey record should be the name and ad- 
dress of the patient’s physician. The fol- 


lowing questions, based on the symptom. 
atology of systemic conditions which ar 
important for their effect on dental treat 
ment, would comprise the substance of 
the preoperative survey record. It will ke 
noted that there is a certain degree of 
overlapping of areas covered by thew 
questions. This is intentional, in order tp 
pick up points that may have been over 
looked by the patient, and also to check 
on information received from previow 
questions. 


General Questions 


1. Have you ever been seriously ill? 

2. What, if any, surgical operations 
have you undergone ? 

3. Are you taking medicine of any kind 
now ? 

4. Are you now under the care ofa 
physician ? 

5. Were you ever given a local ane 
thetic? If so, did you experience any tt 
actions ? 

6. When did you last have teeth & 
tracted ? 

7. Did healing take place without any 
trouble ? 


Cardio-Vascular Disease 


1. Have you ever had a heart om 
dition ? 

2. Have you ever experienced so-called 
“growing pains’ ? 

3. Do you ever have difficulty i 
breathing ?

Surgical Correction of Malocclusion 


Invin V. Unter, D.D.S., and Ross E. Lone, D.D.S., of Lan- 
caster, report on these interesting cases.

There are three basic justifications for 


surgery on patients with prognathism: 


1. To improve occlusion and mastica- 
tion. 

2. To improve facial appearance. 

3. The psychologic value to the pa- 
tient. 


Case 1. An 18-year-old girl was re- 
ferred on November 24, 1951 for sur- 
gical correction of a class III malocclu- 
sion, (See Figure 2 and Figure 4.) 
In view of the extreme protrusion it was 
decided to sacrifice both lower first mo- 
lars, and the intervening section of the 
body of the mandible. This was to be 
done in an amount to be determined by 
the orthodontist to insure the most furc- 
tional occlusion and pleasing appearance. 
Accordingly, he prepared metal patterns 
to guide the surgeon in the removal of 
the necessary width of bone, and on April 
26th, 1952, the patient returned for the 
first of two stages of surgery. Under 
local anesthesia, both lower first molars 
were removed. The buccal and lingual 
tissues were then reflected and mesial and

distal cuts were made on the internal and 
external plates of the body of the mandi- 
ble using the pattern developed by the 
orthodontist. These were made to a depth 
just short of the inferior alveolar canal, 
and were connected from buccal to lingual. 
The tissues were sutured back in position, 
and the patient dismissed for approxi- 
mately six weeks. In this interval the 
orthodontist applied multiple bands to 
the teeth utilizing 18 gauge labial arch 
wire. It was designed to bring the over- 
bite to as nearly as normal as possible 
postoperatively, with the posterior teeth 
placed in good occlusion. On June 8, 
1952 the patient was admitted to the Lan-

caster General Hospital and prepared for 
surgery the following morning. 

The following morning the patient 
was taken to the operating room. Under 
pentothal sodium-nitrous oxide-oxygen 
anesthesia, with nasotracheal intubation, 
incisions were made 1 cm. below the 
border of the mandible in the first molar 
areas. The bone was exposed by blunt 
dissection, and the drillings made six 
weeks previously were identified. These 
were continued to the border of the man- 
dible and then joined by a mesiodistal cut 
along the inferior border. An osteotome 
was introduced into this last cut and the 
internal and external plates split apart. 
This procedure preserves the contents of 
the inferior alveolar canal. The cortex of 
the distal fragment was hollowed out to 
receive the superfluous length of vessels 
and nerve at the time of approximation 
of the fragments to prevent impingement. 
Holes were drilled through both frag- 
ments and 26 gauge stainless steel wire

was passed through them to secure appe 
sition. (Fig. 5.) Sulfanilamide powde 
was sprinkled in the wounds which wer 
closed in layers with 000 plain gut and 
black silk. The surface tissues were u 
dermined and plastic closure done. Net 
the oral cavity was entered, and rubber 
band traction was applied to the orth 
dontic appliances to assure occlusion. Th 
patient was returned to the ward in good 
condition. On the fifth postoperative day 
the skin sutures were removed. The pe 
tient was discharged from the hospital 
June 14, 1952 to be followed in the offer 
On July 21, 1952, the fixation was & 
moved, and the patient returned to tk 
orthodontist for occlusal equilibration 
See Figure 3 (page 3, top right) am 
Figure 6, for final result. 

Case 2 is that of a 26-year-old house 
wife, and differs chiefly in that the po 
terior segments were both edentulous. Be 
fore seeking orthodontic advice, this (Fig 
7) patient had been advised that her at

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dition could be corrected by removal of 

all teeth and construction of full den- 

tures. It must be pointed out here that 

such a procedure will in no way solve the 
of prognathism. 

At consultation, the orthodontist ad- 
vised removal of the lower right and left 
second molars, the lower right second 
bicuspid, and the upper right third molar. 
This was done and the case was carried 
through essentially as the previous one. 
Figure 7 shows the preoperative view, 8 
the postoperative film, and 9 the final 
result. 


Conclusion 

1. Two cases of mandibular progna- 
thism were corrected by ostectomy through 
the right and left bodies of the mandible. 

2. Ostectomy should be used only as 
an adjunct to orthodontic treatment. 

3. Section through the body of the 
mandible in no way disturbs the muscles 
of mastication.

While the dentist cannot be resp 
for the veracity of any of the 
given by the patient, he should i 
the latter with the necessity and i 
tance of the preoperative survey. § 
any question arise in his mind, the ¢ 
should not hesitate to consult with the 
tient’s physician.

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On May 16, at the 87th Annual Meet- 
ing of the Pennsylvania State Dental So- 
ciety in Philadelphia, Dr. Carl R. Oman, 
Columbia University School of Dental 
and Oral Surgery, N. Y., will discuss 
“Gavitron,” a patented ultrasonic device 
that is being tested for application to 
dental operations. 

The ultrasonic cutting process has been 
successfully applied in industry for the 
precise machining of the hardest sub- 
stances such as carbides, crystalline gem- 
stones, ceramics, and hardened tool steels. 

In the process, ultrasonic waves are 
converted into mechanical vibrations 
which activate fine, hard particles in a 
fluid cutting suspension. These particles 
do the actual cutting by a process of 
molecular excavation. It is possible to 
cut any shape desired into hard or brittle 
materials without generating heat, vibra-

tion or noise and to attain tolerances ac- 
curate within .0005”. 

Adoption of ultrasonic principles to 
cavity preparation equipment is in the 
experimental stage. Further tests and 
experimentation will be necessary before 
the device is offered to the profession. 

It is reported that this new dental 
equipment will enable the dentist to oper- 
ate with equal speed and ease at any 
angle; operate effectively on any tooth; 
accomplish any required cut in tooth 
structure and make almost any cut with 
a single operation. It is claimed that ex- 
periments to date have shown that the 
dentist can achieve maximum patient ac- 
ceptance because he can complete routine 
operative procedures without pain, with- 
out heat, and without noise or vibration. 

A detailed report on this new device 
will be given by Dr. Oman at the State 
meeting in May.

Dental Health Care Recommendations of the 
Director of the Dental Bureau set forth in a 


29 POINT PROGRAM 


A five point program for preventing 
tooth decay and loss of teeth in children 
was recommended by Dr. Linwood G. 
Grace, Director, Bureau of Dental Health, 
Pennsylvania Department of Health. 

Calling attention to this year’s observ- 
ance of the seventh National Children’s 
Dental Health Week Dr. Grace said: 


“There are over 4,000,000 permanent 
teeth right now in the mouths of the 
school children of Pennsylvania that re- 
quire a filling. In addition over 1,500,000 
permanent teeth of these children have 
been lost because of dental neglect. This 
toll of tooth decay is particularly tragic 
because the knowledge to combat tooth 
decay is at hand. 

“One of the chief reasons for tooth 
decay is the unrestricted consumption of 
sugar. Sweets are readily fermentable 


and offer a good nutrient for bacteria te 
manufacture acids which destroy ename. 
Parents should offer fruit, pop-com a 
cheese to children for between mall 
snacks instead of jams and pastries. 

“Toothbrushing, properly done, 
another effective method of preventing 
decay. Brushing should be done imme 
diately after eating, especially after eating 
candy or foods rich in sugar. Regarding 
dentifrices, there is no proof that any om 
kind is superior to another in combating 
tooth decay. 

“Fluoridation of water will substar 
tially reduce the dental crippling thi 
now plagues the adult generation, Ove 
3,000,000 people in Pennsylvania n0¥ 
are drinking water in which a fluoride’ 
present in just the right amount. This 
amount of fluorine does not change th

taste, odor or hardness of the water nor 
will it interfere with any industrial proc- 
esses. The amount of fluorine now in a 
great many state water supplies will not 
harm any living thing. But children who 
drink such water from birth can look for- 
ward to at least 65% less tooth decay 
than that experienced by their fathers and 
mothers. This process is safe, effective 
and cheap. The cost of just one filling 
would pay each individual’s share for 30 
years, 

“For those areas where a public water 
supply is not available, children can be 
protected in part, by the application of a 
fluoride solution directly to their teeth, by 
a dentist or dental hygicnist. This treat- 
ment should first be given at an early age 
and repeated every three years up to about 
the fourteenth year. 

“As a part of this program, children 
should be taken to the dentist as soon as 
their first teeth are all erupted. The den- 
tist and the young patient can thus be- 
come acquainted under favorable circum- 
stances,”
